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MY VISIT TO THE ISLANDS 


A Wonderful Trip to Jamaica and Haiti 


O*N the evening of the 26th of Febru- 
ary, wife and children, sister and 
brother-in-law accompanied me to Chat- 
tanooga where I boarded the train for 
Miami. Somewhere in Georgia, during the 
night, we had engine trouble and were 
delayed two and one-half hours, but we 
recched Miami only about one and one- 
half hours late on the evening of the 
27th. Brother T. C. Messer, pastor of the 
Church of God at Miami, met the train 
and drove with me over to the church 
where a revival meeting was in progress. 
This was indeed refreshing to my soul. 
At the insistance of the pastor-evangelist, 
I preached. There was a good free spirit 
of worship prevailing. The testimonies 
were fine. After preaching a number 
came to the altar earnestly seeking God. 

The next morning Brother L. _ T. 
Waters’ wife and three other B. T. S. 
students who were on a trip in Florida, 
who had driven on down to Miami to see 
me sail, were there to take me on to the 
airport. The sun was shining brightly, 
the waves were calm, with the motors of 
the big clipper whirling. I turned, waved 
farewell to the group waiting and to 
the thousands of friends unseen in that 
direction. No sooner than we were seated, 
the flying ship started. Have you ever 
ridden on a seaplane? It is quite thrill- 
ing to watch her slip through the water 
until the last little jar is felt, then you 
start gliding through the air. This was 
my third trip on a plane, but first on a 
seaplane. 


We flew rather close to the water un- 
til we reached Cuba (Havana). The 
scenes from the planes were most beau- 
tiful, The waters below offered various 
colors. Near the edge of the Islands where 
there was white sand the waters were 
a light green, then where the seaweeds 
were it would be darker and when out 
over the Gulf Stream it was that beau- 
tiful sea blue with the waves rolling, 
white capping appearing as rifts of snow 
driven by the wind, then the foaming and 
fading of one wave gave way to another 
and to another, thus as far as you could 
see this incessant changing could be 
seen. Once before reaching Cuba we 
sailed over a shallow place, possibly the 
water was some twenty or thirty feet 
deep and I saw what I thought was a 
large catfish but I was told that this was 
a large hammerhead shark, judged to be 
twenty-five or thirty feet in length. I 
didn’t think that this was an inviting 
place for the plane to light. 

When we reached Havana we 
those real Spanish-built houses 


saw 


which 


looked foreign, with the large walls tow- 
ering around the city. I desired informa- 
tion concerning the huge gray stones 
of a certain structure and asked a well- 
dressed young man. His answer came 
back, “Me no speak English”. Well, our 
conversation was over as I didn’t speak 
Spanish. As we sailed over Cuba we were 
particularly interested in viewing the 
beautiful fields of cane and bananas, 
and fence rows of palms. Occasionally 
we would fly over a little town with a 
big sugar factory. Through the country 
there were winding paths through the 
mountains, leading to the little houses 
where autos have never gone. 


After our second stop in Cuba we 
sailed high over the wildest space of the 
waters on the trip going over. We en- 
countered one little rcin and we flew 
high over the main bank of clouds 
through peaks of clouds which resembled 
white velvet mountains as the sunlight 
shone down upon them. We were just a 
bit late so, instead of flying around the 
Island of Jamaica, to save time the pilot 
took us directly over the island. We 
were so impressed with the many people 
living on the islands. The mountain sides 
were covered with little fields like gar- 
dens. Little huts dotted the country be- 
low, with little winding paths leading to- 
ward the villages. In America such moun- 
tain sides would go unattended, but we 
learned later that the poor people had 
to use every available space to raise food 
for themselves and to market. 

We were met at the plane base by the 
pastor of Kingston Church of God, 
Brother §. A. Robertson. We went on to 
the church where there was a large crowd 
waiting. They were singing as we went 
in and what rythm and harmony! These 
people sing so earnestly and I think ev- 
ery one in the house was singing. Oh! 
how it thrilled my heart as we entered 
the service. Yes, it was different but the 
Holy Ghost blesses there the same as in 
America. My heart was seized with that 
same strange something that gripped our 
hearts so many times when in the school- 
room while teaching a world-wide mis- 
sion class. There we would stop right 
during the class and have special prayer 
for the missions. 

We had a good service there Friday 
night. Saturday morning my eyes were 
eager to see the city and how the people 
lived. We went out to the King’s House 
to meet the Governor General on busi- 
ness relative to our church work on the 
Island. I had a ‘etter of introduction 
from the Governor of Tennessee, Hon. 


Hill McAllister. Unfortunately the 
Governor General was not in. I talked 
with the Secretary. Dear people in Amer- 
ica, you don’t know what a difference 
there is in the living conditions of the 
people on the Islands compared to the U. 
S. We visited the market and here we saw 
such sight—the people poorly clad offer- 
ing their products for sale, The place was 
a working mass of human beings. 

The day was soon spent and Brother 
H. A. Hudson, Overseer of the Islands, 
had arranged for us to go to the moun- 
tain country for services over the Sun- 
day. We boarded the train there which 
passed through a rich valley where we 
saw beautiful fields of bananas, cane, 
and fruits of various kinds, reaching 
there about 9:30 p. m. It had rained on 
us for we were down in the valley but 
on the mountain it had not rained at all. 
After reaching the end of the line, as 
far as the train went, we hired a model 
“A” touring taxi to take us on up further 
in the mountains te the church. The road 
was so crooked, dangerous, rough, and 
steep that the driver drove in low most 
all the way up. Occasionally he’d be able 
to run in second but I'll confess he had 
me a bit excited for he had to cut so 
short on such dangerous precipices. In the 
distance through the moonlight I saw 
what I thought was a beautiful lake 
among the mountains but later discov- 
ered that it was only clouds in the val- 
le below. 

We arrived at the pastor’s house rather 
late but they were waiting for us. We 
were glad to meet our precious people 
a way back there in the mountain. 

Next morning we enjoyed a good 
breakfast. They were all very cautious 
about my eats and said they didn’t want 
me to get sick while there. 

The little church house was just across 
the road, size about twenty by thirty, 
with bamboo latticed walls and _ grass 
roof. The building was so clean and the 
pulpit was dressed in white lace. The 
seats were just plain boards across blocks, 
I believe they had three or four benches 
with backs to them. Your heart would 
rejoice to see those precious little chil- 
dren as they so politely rose and an- 
swered the questions in the Sunday 
School lessons. 

We began preaching at 11:00 o’clock 
but many of the people came for many 
miles so that they came in rather late. In 
fact, we took new courage when the last 
group from one of our churches came, 
and coupled a few more cars, so to speak,

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Jesus Is Coming Back to Earth Again

"THE grandest fact in history is that 

Jesus Christ, the Lord of Glory, has 
been in this world. The most important 
fact of the present is that He is now in 
Heaven making intercession for us. The 
greatest prophesied event of the future 
is that He is coming back to earth again. 
These three facts are beautifully set forth 
in the ninth chapter of Hebrews. His 
appearing upon earth “to put away sin by 
the sacrifice of Himself,” verse 26; His 
entering “into Heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us,” verse 
24; “And unto them that look for Him 
shall He appear the second time, without 
sin unto salvation,” verse 28. 


While He was upon earth, He told His 
disciples that He would come again, 
John 14:3, and His Word endureth for- 
ever, for He is the truth. The angels 
brought the message that He would come 
again. “In like manner” as He had gone 
away, they said He would return. His 
first coming was announced by the an- 
gels—they were not mistaken about that, 
neither were they mistaken when they 
announced that He would come the sec- 
ond time. The Holy Ghost, by the mouth 
of the apostles, has repeatedly said He 
would come again. This wonderful event 
has been announced by Heaven’s best au- 
thority and it certainly is of vital im- 
portance to all of us. The world mocked 
and rejected this lowly Nazarene when 
He first came into the world, and the 
same class of people are disputing the fact 
that He is coming back again, “If I go 
and prepare a place for you, I will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also,” John 
14:2, 3. He gave us this promise 2s our 
hope and comfort while He is away. He 
also said, “In the world ye shall have 
tribulation,” John 16:33. “Ye shall weep 
and lament, and be sorrowful, but I will 
see you again, and your heart shall re- 
joice.” Nothing could be more comfort- 
ing to His people, than these precious 
promises which our absent Lord has left 
us, that He will come and receive us 
unto Himself, and that it will be our 
privilege to be with Him, to behold His 
glory. 

Jesus and the apostles and the proph- 
ets have given great prominence in the 
Scriptures to the second coming of our 
Lord to this earth sgain. The first two 
centuries of this dispensation found the 
Church of God with its chief source of 
hope and comfort in the fact of His re- 
turn to earth to reign with His saints. 
Their belief that He would reign literally 
in His Kingdom on earth, during the 
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Millennium, was almost universal with 
them. But in the third century there 
arose a school of interpreters, headed by 
Origen who so “‘spiritualized” the Scrip- 
tures that they ceased to believe in any 
literal millennium whatsoever. Their sys- 
tem of interpretation has been severely 
condemned by the best Bible scholars of 
the world. 


When Constantine was converted, or 
at lecst took sides with the Christians, 
and the Roman Empire became, nomi- 
nally, Christian, it appeared to many 
that the Millennium had come and that 
they hed the Kingdom on earth. The 
Church, hand in hand with the world, 
plunged into the dark ages, until awak- 
ened by the great reformers of the six- 
teenth century, who began to proclaim 
the comforting hope and blessed promise 
of the coming of Christ; and since that 
time the subject has been studied and 
preached with increasing interest. 

Let us consider some of the signs of 
His coming that lead us to believe it is 
nigh—even at our very doors. The 
prophecies have almost all been fulfilled. 
We believe that His coming is to be per- 
sonal (the Lord Himself shall descend 
from Heaven), 1 Thess, 4:16, also pre- 
millennial. Let us be careful and remem- 
ber to distinguish between the raptyre— 
His coming in the air to bring the sleep- 
ing dead and to receive the living saints, 
which may occur at any moment—and 
the Revelztion—His coming down to the 
earth with His saints, which will not oc- 
cur until after the preaching of the gos- 
pel as a witness, the gathering of Israel, 
in unbelief, the manifestation of the 
beast, and other prophesied events. 

Out of many reasons that His coming 
is very near, we will give a few. “Shut up 
the words, and seal the book, even to the 
time of the end: many shall run to and 
fro, and kuowledge shall be increased,” 
Dan. 12:4. A comparison ef recent years 
shows a most marvelous increase in both 
travel and knowledge. Invention has 
chained the mighty forces of steam and 
electricity to palatial carriages by land 
and sea, so that one may go round the 
world with comfort and ease in only a 
few weeks. Railways cover the earth and 
steamers track the sea like a mighty 
spider’s web. Truly, ““Many are running 
co and fro.” Only a few years ago the 
railroads were carrying an average of 
2,384,000,000 passengers a distance of 
28,677,000,000 miles annually. Add to 
this the travel by steamers and automo- 
biles, people going from the equator to 
the poles and into every conceivable cor- 
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ner of the earth, and the innumerable 
aggregate is surely a literal fulfidment 
of this sign of the end. 


The unprecedented educational facili- 
ties are a remarkable feature of our time. 
Public schools for our youth, colleges 
and universities for higher education, and 
schools for religious education. The pub- 
lic press, with its ceaseless streams of 
news and information, covers the earth 
with its ever-increasing circulation, like 
falling leaves from some mighty tree of 
knowledge. Religious papers are printed 
by the millions, The result is that there 
has come a wide-sprezd study of the 
Word of God, especially concerning Is- 
rael and our Lord’s return to earth again. 


“This know also that in the last days 
perilous times shall come,” 2 Tim. 3:1. 
Under this head we need only to refer to 
the progress made by infidelity, socialism, 
communism, and anarchy. They openly 
avow that their mission is to destroy the 
religion of Jesus Christ, at the same time 
telling us something better is coming. 
National hatred and jealousies have caused 
offensive and defensive preparations on a 
scale of such magnitude as to literally 
grind the life out of the people with op- 
pressive taxation. 


All of Europe is practically a soldier’s 
camp. The people of the earth are getting 
ready to fly at each other in a universal 
war, with weapons so deadly as to put 
all past records beneath the shadow of 
comparison. ‘The Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits and doctrines of devils.” 
1 Tim, 4:1. Spiritualism is quite com- 
mon. There is plenty of fraud and de- 
ception that requires darkened rooms and 
suspicious cabinets; there are also un- 
questionable mysteries and spirit manifes- 
tations, demons that long to possess the 
bodies of men, wicked spirits which love 
darkness rather than light. 


“The day of the Lord shall not come 
except there come a falling away first,” 
2 Thess, 2:3. Why so few conversions 
in these evil days? The answer is, the at- 
tacks by higher critics upon the inspira- 
tion of the Bible have found so many ad- 
herents in the ranks of the clergy and 
these logical professors who proclaim 
their doubts, that the faith of the masses 
have been undermined and the great 
truths of the Bible have no longer that 
firm hold upon their consciences which 
has heretofore stimulated the disciples to 
faithful service and brought sinners to

Prayer and Prayer Warriors

“Praying clways with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and sup- 
plication for all saints,” Eph. 6:18. 


HE men who have most fully illus- 

trated Christ in their character, and 
have most powerfully affected the world 
for Him, have been men who spent so 
much time with God as to make it a 
notable feature of their lives. 

Charles Simeon devoted the hours from 
four to eight in the morning to God. 

Mr. Wesley spent two hours daily in 
prayer. He begzn at four in the morn- 
ing. Of him, one who knew him well 
wrote, “He thought prayer to be more 
his business than anything else, and I 
have seen him come out of his closet with 
a serenity of face next to shining. 

John Fletcher stained the walls of his 
room by the breath of his prayers. Some- 
times he would pray <ll night. His whole 
life was a life of earnest prayer. “I would 
not rise from my seat without lifting my 
heart to God,” he said. His greeting to 
a friend was, always, “Do I meet you 
praying?” 

Luther szid, “If I fail to spend two 
hours in prayer each morning, the devil 
gets the victory through the day. I have 
so much business I cannot get on without 
spending three hours daily in prayer.” He 
had a motto, “‘He that has prayed well has 
studied well.” 

Archbishop Leighton wes so much 
alone with God that he seemed to be in 
a perpetual meditation. “Prayer and 
praise were his business and his pleasure,” 
says his biographer. 

Bishop Ken was so much with God 
that his soul was said to be God-enam- 
ored. He was with God before the clock 
struck three every morning. 

Bishop Asbury said, “I propose to rise 
at four o’clock as often as I can and 
spend two hours in prayer and medita- 
tion.” 

Samuel Rutherford, the fragrance of 
whose piety is still rich, rose at three in 
the morning to meet God in prayer. 

Joseph Alleine arose at four o’clock 
for his business of prayer till eight. lf 
he heard other gradesmen plying their 
business before he was up, he would ex- 
claim, ‘Oh, how this shames me! Doth 
not my Master deserve more than theirs?” 
He who had learned his trzde well draws 
at will, on sight, and with acceptance on 
heaven’s unfailing bank. 

John Welch, the holy and wonderful 
Scotch preacher, thought the day ill 


spent if he did not spend eight or ten 
hours in prayer. He kept a plaid that he 
might wrap himself when he arose to 


pray at night. His wife would complain 
when she found him lying on the floor 
weeping. He would reply, ““O woman, I 
have the souls of 3,000 to answer for 
and I know not how it is with many of 
them.” 

Payson wore the hard wood boards into 
grooves where his knees presse. -o often 
and so long. His biographe: says, “His 
continuing instant in prayer, be his cir- 
cumstances what they might, is the most 
noticeable fact in his history and points 
out the duty of <ll who would rival his 
eminency. To his ardent and persevering 
prayers must no doubt be ascribed in a 
great measure his distinguished and al- 
mst uninterrupted success.” 

The Marquis Derenty, to whom Christ 
was most precious, ordered his servant to 
call him from his devotions at the end of 
half an hour. The servant at the time saw 
his face thru an <perture, It was marked 
with such holiness that he hated to arouse 
him. His lips were moving but he was 
perfectly silent. He wzited till three half 
hours had passed then he called to him 
when he arose from his knees saying, 
“The half hour was so short when I 
was communing with Christ.” 

Brainerd said, “I love to be alone in 
my cottage where I czn spend much time 
in prayer.” 

William Bromwell is famous in Metho- 
dist annals for personal holiness and for 
his wonderful success in preaching and 


‘for the marvelous answers to his prayers. 


For hours at a time he would pray. He 
almost lived on his knees. He went over 
his circuits like a flame of fire. The fire 
was kindled by the time he spent in 
prayer. He often spent as much as four 
hours in a single sezson of prayer. 

Dr. Judson’s success in prayer is at- 
tributable to the fact that he gave much 
time in prayer. He impressed an empire 
for Christ and laid the foundation of 
God’s kingdom with imperishable gran- 
ite in the heart of Burmah. He was suc- 
cessful, and one of the few men who 
mightily impressed the world for Christ. 
Many men of greater gifts and genius 
and learning than he, have made no such 
impression. Their religious works are like 
footsteps in the sand but he has engraven 
his work on the adamant. The secret of 
its profoundity and endurance is found 
in the fact that he gave time to prayer. 
He kept the iron red hot with prayer and 
God’s skill fashioned it with enduring 
power. 

No man can do a great work for God 
who is not a man of prayer and no man 
can be a men of prayer who does not 
give much time to praying. 
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THE HONEST PERSON

To be honest is worth more than the 
average seem to think today. The apostle 
in giving instructions in the fourth chap- 
ter of First Thessalonians, he finally said 
in the twelfth verse, “That ye may walk 
honestly towards them that are without, 
and that ye have lack of nothing.” 
The men who fails to be honest, regard- 
less of what his profession may be, is 
certainly lacking in his experience, if he 
fails in being honest. There is nothing 
more commendable than a dependable, 
honest, and truthful man. They will win 
out and their fruit will mature, while 
others may fail. Look where the seed fell 
and the result as recorded in Luke 8:15. 

When men of trust were wanted in the 
apostles’ time, exhortation was given, 
“Look for men of honest report.” Not 
everybody may be trusted today. As it 
has been said, one hardly knows who to 
trust and confide in. Such a loose, care- 
less, and unfaithful spirit is. abroad to- 
day, until people are afraid to trust each 
other any more. Thus the world in its 
business demands contracts and to be 
witnessed, signed and recorded. May God 
bless us Church of God people to so live 
that our word, as it were, may serve as 
our bond. I do not thank that with God 
who looks at the heart, it’s the position 
we hold, the standing we have reached, 
the reputation we have built, the clothes 
we may wear, the education we may have 
gained, the smartness professed, but char- 
acter and principle. May God help us to 
be honest characters and build for eter- 
nity. 

Pardon me for personal reference. I 
was reared to be honest and tell the 
truth, and there has never been a time 
of need in our twenty-five years of ex- 
perience but what I could be granted 
assistance and blessed with the privilege 
to go again. In taking people in the 
Church I usually remind them that the 
Church of God will certainly expect them 
to pay their just and honest debts. “Be 
not slothful in business,” the apostle says 
in one place. I think the time is upon us 
when warning needs to be given on this 
subject. True holiness may require too 
straight a life, with honest living and 
dealing with our fellowman, to suit some, 
but I believe its principles are very ap- 
pealing to the honest heart. I have seen 
zlong the way those who would fail to 
be honest and take care of their obliga- 
tions, sooner or later fall out along the 
way, but those who hold out are the ones 
who dig deep and build their experience 
on honest principles. In fact those 
who start right are usually the ones who

MISSION TOUR 
BY J. H. INGRAM 
INTRODUCTION 


In an earlier article I stated that I was 
planning a world mission tour, and this 
is to let our readers know that I am off 
on the first stage of the globe-girdling 
journey. We left the Los Angeles-Long 
Beach harbor at 3:00 p. m., Feb. 18th, 
on board the S. S. Taiyo Maru of the 
“Nippon Yusen Kaisha” (Japan Mail 
Line) and at this writing we are nearing 
Honolulu, Hawaii, at the end of the 
seventh day. I am referring to this trip 
as the “golden jubilee tour” since the 
Church of God is celebrating its 50th an- 
niversary on August 19th of this year. 
Incidently the N. Y. K. Line—with 
which I am sailing, has just finished cele- 
brating its “golden jubilee,” bringing to a 
close 50 years of world-wide service. 

THE TRIP TO DATE 

There must have been a thousand or 
more people on dock to see the ship off, 
most of them being Japanese-Americans, 
who were making a sort of holiday affair 
of it. The family came on board and 
stayed with me until time for the ship 
to sail, then the time of sad farewells 
came as we eased away from the pier with 
thousands of yards of serpentine tape of 
every color and hue trailing behind, while 
the band on deck was playing “Aloha” — 
the Hawaiian farewell strains. After 
backing out into the harbor channel our 
pilot turns us about gracefully and steers 
the ship out into the open water, after 
which he abandons her to the  trust- 
worthy Japanese crew. The gong sounds 
in the engine room below “full speed 
ahead,” the ship quivers from stem to 
stern as the driving machinery is put in- 
to gear, there are some sounds as of low 
tones of thunder coming from the depths 
as the great propellers begin to churn the 
water, the auto-gyro compass, which 
keeps us on our course without the aid 
of human hands, is set, and we are off 
to battle the mighty deep for twenty-one 
days on the way to Kobe, Japan, where 
I am to end the first stage of my jour- 
ney. 

We called at San Francisco the second 
day where additional passengers were tak- 
en on board before sailing out through the 
Golden Gate on the way across the Paci- 
fic. We had a stormy voyage for the first 
few days, with cold winds sweeping the 
decks and great waves breaking over the 
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bow of the ship, but now we are sailing 


in tropical waters, with warm gentle 
breezes coming from Hawaii and the 
South Sea Islands. 

Life on board ship is far from being 
monotonous as there is always something 
going on. I was called upon to conduct 
services Sunday, and we have organized 
a prayer meeting for Wednesday night, 
the services are in Japanese and English. 
I have a Japanese business man for my 
interpreter, and there is considerable in- 
terest manifested. 

MY EARLY IMPRESSIONS OF JAPAN 

Even at this early stage I am_ very 
favorably impressed with Japan and her 
people who are making such wonderful 
progress on all lines. Japan was willingly 
cut off from the rest of the world inso- 
far as commercial intercourse with the 
other nations was concerned until Jan- 
uary, 1854. It was then that Commodore 
Perry of the American Navy, bearing a 
letter from the President of the United 
States, anchored his fleet of a dozen war- 
ships off whzt is now the port of Yoko- 
hama, and demanded a treaty meeting 
along the lines suggested in the President’s 
letter. So on March 8th of the same 
year, Perry attended by about three hun- 
dred of his sailors and marines went 
ashore and met the Japanese in a “treaty 
house” hurriedly erected for the occaston. 
The result of the meeting was the open- 
ing of two ports to American commerce. 

A fuller treaty was made a few years 
later opening the doors of Japan wider 
to foreign trade and intercourse. Other 
countries likewise opened up trade with 
her, and religious liberty was provided 
for, All this treaty work brought about 
a revolution and a division of the govern- 
ment, but the combined fleets of the for- 
eign navies allied themselves together and 
put down the rebellion, demanded and 
collected three million dollars in indemni- 
ty, but America opened up her heart and 
her pocketbook as well, and returned her 
share of the spoils. Today memory of this 
kind deed is kept alive in Japan, and the 
annual procession of ‘““Kurofune Matsura” 
is held at Shimoda in commemoration of 
the first arrival of Commodore Perry 
which was in 1853. 

From this small beginning Japan has 
spread out in her commerce until she has 
practically covered the globe with her 
mercantile exploitations, and the mer- 
chant marine built up in the meantime 
ranks third among the great maritime na- 
tions of the world, when it comes to 
reckoning the tonnage of ships in service, 
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to say nothing of her great war fleet. Ja- 
pan also is fast becoming one of the 
world’s leading nations when it comes to 
modern progress on most every other line 
and religiously speaking is rapidly turning 
Christian. I, for one, am decidedly in love 
with the Japanese and will tell you some- 
thing more of these wonderful people af- 
ter I have been in personal contact with 


them.
